Introduction" The CHROME Honors Program was designed as a two-week residential program for 9 th
and 10thgrade students participatingin CHROME clubs. The curriculum focused on the health sciences
with instruction from:

1. the science and health curriculum of the Dozoretz National Program for Minorities in Applied Sciences
(DNIMAS) Program of Norfolk State University (NSU);

2. the humanities curriculum of the NSU Honors Program;

3. NASA-related curriculum in human physiology.

An Advisory Committee was formed to work with the Project Coordinator in the design of the summer
program. Committee members represented: School of Science and Technology (Dr. Sandra DeLoatch,
Dean); DNIMAS Program (Dr, Holly Baker, Director); Honors Program (Ms. Gwendolyn Pharr, Assistant
Director); CHROME (Ms. Eleanor Wilson, Executive Director); and University Advancement (Dr. Clarence
Coleman, Vice President). The Project Coordinator, Alicia Newby, is a middle school teacher at
Southampton Middle School. She was selected based on her experience working with CHROME and
NSU under other NASA-funded projects. She also has a background in the sciences and has worked in
the medical field.

Through a tapestry of activities, scientific knowledge was integrated with topics in humanities. Scheduled
activities included:

• Intensive math and science review
• Computer applications &technology;
• Laboratory work in state of the art research facilities;
• Preparing reports and making presentations;
• Lectures by prominent faculty and practicing professionals;
• Team projects;
• Tours, field trips, & cultural events;
• Intensive and challenging curricula;
• Real-world applications of science;
• Mentoring;
• Research based projects.
